— The Big Four freight depot at Cin- 
cinnati was destroyed by fire, together 
with five Wagner sleeping cars, 31 pas- 
senger coaches and 12 freight cars, near- 
ly all loaded. The total loss ia estima- 
ted at $300,000. 

—The Whisky Trust is said to have 
134.000,000 gallons of spirits in bond, on 
which it will have to pay the tax of $1.10 
per gallon unless it is released npon pay.
